Letter From Darst. 


Hennings said that Mayor Jo- 
seph M. Darst of St. Louis wrote 
to him last week as follows: 

“At this time there is an acute 
shortage of housing in St. Louis. 
The steady buildup of the na- 
tion’s defense program, bringing 
additional industrial workers to 
the St. Louis area, will worsen 
an already critical situation. 


“It is my sincere belief that the 
continuation ef rent control is an 
absolute necessity in the St. Louis 
area until sufficient and adequate 
housing can be constructed to 
equalize the supply with the de- 
mand. Without such an equaliza- 
tion, low-income families and 
others forced to look for housing 
through no choice of their own,’ 
will be required to pay rental 
rates far beyond their abilities.” 

Hennings said also that R. B. 
Hansen of McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp. had written him that resig- 
nations from the company oc- 
curred frequently because the em- 
ployes could not find housing at 
rentals they could afford. Han- 
sen told Hennings, the firm, 
which is engaged in. defense: pro- | 
duction, increased its employment 
by 1000 over a four-month period 
last year and expected to add 3400 
more employes in the next 18 
months. , 

As indicative of the nature of 
the housing shortage, Hennings 
pointed out that last March Darst 
and a group of civic and business 
leaders sponsored the national 
housing policy conference in St.

TAKE SECOND DRAFT 
DEFERMENT TEST 


More than 1000 students here 
were among about 122,000 college 
men throughout the nation who 
took the second nation-wide draft 
test today in an effort to win 
deferment on the basis of schol- 
astic aptitude. The first test, taken 
here by more than 1400, was 
given May 26. 

The second wave of examinees 
numbered about 600 at Wash- 
ington University, 260 at St. Louis 
University, and 150 at Harris 
Teachers College. They assembled 
at 8:30 a.m. to receive instruc- 
tions and be finger-printed for 
the Government-sponsored test. 
Then they began an anxious 
three-hour grind of answering 
questions, a different set from 
those given the earlier group. 

A third test, with still another 
set of questions, will be given 
June 30 and a fourth will be 
taken on July 12 by students 
whose religious beliefs bar them 
from taking an examination on 
Saturday. 

Upon being compléted -under 
careful monitoring, the question- 
naires are séaled and sent to be 
graded by electronic machines 
at the Educational Testing Serv- 
ice, Princeton, N. J. A total of 
about 375,000 men are expected 
to take the special deferment ex- 
amination, the largest of its kind 
ever held in the’ United States.

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Reaching for the Meat-Ax 


Adopting a big appropriation for a Govern- 
ment department and then ordering that the 
payroll be cut 10 per cent is not an orderly 
way of practicing, administrative economy. 

That is what the Senaté has done with the 


- appropriation bill for the Department of Labor 


and Federal Security Administration. If the 
Senate actively wanted to economize in these 
departments, the common-sense way would be 
to reduce the functions they are required to 
perform. By maintaining the functions but 
arbitrarily cutting the payroll, the Senate makes 
the arbitrary assumption that the departments 
are 10 per cent overstaffed. 


All bureaucracies do have a weakness for 
overstaffing, but the question is whether the 
Senate can really be sure that these particular 
departments can do their work with exactly 
10 per cent fewer people. This is all. the more 
puztling in view of the fact that the Senat- 
rejected a direct approach to the problem of 
overstaffing when it turned down a proposal 
to cut‘ the annual leave for federal employes 
from 26 days to 20. 

A 26-day leave annually, which amounts to 
a five-week vacation, is something that very few 
workers in private employment enjoy. If it 
were moderately reduced throughout the fed- 
eral establishment surely a substantial reduc-

Speed limits were fixed at 65 miles an hour 
in daytime and 50 miles at night.

Fixed speed 
limits on major highways do not reflect differ- 
ences in driving conditions, and are only as 
enforceable as the nearest patrol car. 

The driver's license bill is a far more effec- 
tive safety. protection. It does contain a grand- 
father clause, which means that persons now 
holding licenses will not have to take tests to 
get the new permits. Most motorists on the 
highways will not have proved their fitness to 
be there. But the bill does assure strict meth- 
ods for getting rid of drivers who prove to 
be dangerous.

It does this by providing.for revocation and 


suspension of licenses in the case of serious 
traffic offenses. For example, a driver who 
caused a death by reckless driving would lose 
his permit automatically. Otherwise the Direc- 
tor of Revenue and circuit judges would have 
broad powers of revocation and city judges in 
St. Louis and Kansas City could suspend licenses 
for three months. 

For years the 25-cent Missouri driver's license 
has been known around the nation as the “two- 
bit joke.” Anyone could get one. No doubt 
Gov. Smith willgign the new license bill quickly, 
fer Missouri’s need for highway safety is not 
a joke.

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Prosecutor Vs. Judge 

Judges and prosecutors in criminal cases here 
work in such close contact that they seem to 
constitute one big legal family, happy or other- 
wise. And it was otherwise when Judge Harry 
F. Russell and First Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Edward L. Dowd began their argument a few 
days ago. | 

Mr. Dowd charged that Judge Russell had 
asked him to reduce a felony charge in a hand- 
book case. Judge Russell conceded this but 
said the serious charge was inconsistent with 
other gambling cases. This began a flow of 
accusations and denials, followed by apologies 
and apparent peace. 

, The brief dispute indicates that relations be- 
tween judges and prosecutors are sometimes too 
close. They were too close when prosecutors 
offered reduced charges in return for guilty 
pleas, and judges who should have known. better 
rubberstamped the deals. And they are a little 
too close when a jurist asks a prosecutor to 
reduce a charge. 

‘Establishing the charge is the prosecutor's 
business. If a judge thinks it too steep, he need 
not interfere. An excessive charge will came 
out in the wash of a trial. And some undigni- 
fied public arguments’ could be avoided if 
judges would restrict themselves to judging and 
prosecutors to prosecuting, and everyone in 
circuit court work would get back to his knitting. 
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Poor Time for a Bonus 

Though the Missouri House failed to pass 
some’ necessary legislation before recess, it did 
find time to send the Senate a veterans’ bonus 
bill. In short, the legislators found time for a 
little politics. 

This bonus would cost more than $200,000,000 
and require new taxes on corporation income, 
cigarettes, liquor, beer and some _ luxuries.

Conservation of natural resources is 
truly the price of our survival as a people 
and as a nation. Unless we in the United 
States use more prudently the natural re- 
sources on which our civilization depends, 
we shall soon find ourselves on the road 
to lower living standards and to eventual 
national decline. 

The basic natural resources which are 
essential to the vigor.and security of our 
nation—soil, water, plants, animals and 
a lengthy list of min- 
erals—can be  ex- 
hausted or danger- 
impoverished 
in this country as 
they have been in 
other parts of the 
world. Will history 
repeat itself in Amer- 
ica? 

The early  settle- 
ment of land in the 
United States was 
accomplished with a 
high degree of free- 
dom. In the earlier 
days of land settle- 
ment timber often 
was an obstacle to agricultural develop- 
ment, and so, in many areas, the trees 
were cut and burned in great log rollings. 

Giant sawmills. were erected: boom 
towns sprang up; there was feverish activ- 
ity while the timber was being harvested, 
mostly through clean-cutting. When the 
forests were exhausted and the mills dis- 
mantied, some of the workers remained 
and undertook to develop farms from the 
cutover lands. In too many instances the 
land was unsuited for cultivation.

About 70,000,000 acres of the land cur- 
rently under cultivation is too steep, too 
shallow, or too erodible for further cultiva- 
tion.

China presents one of the most striking 
examples of what happens to people when 
land, the most basic resource, is depleted 
of its fertility through erosion and misuse. 
At the current rate of population increase, 
China’s 430,000,000 inhabitants by the 
year 2000 would swell to the astound- 
ing figure of 950,000,000. . 

The possibility of feeding such numbers, 
when at present there is less than one-half 
acre of arable land per seems im- 

robable. Some have estimated that dur- 
ng the past century, without such popula- 
tion density as many as 100,000,000 people 
in China have died of starvation. 

Closer to the United States than China 
is another striking example of the effects 
of population pressure on limited soil re- 
sources, namely, Puerto Rico. Since the 
island became an American territory in 
1898 the population has doubled. Between 
1940 and 1950 it increased 22 per cent, 
from 1,800,000 to 2,200,000.

Later, when his company was 
pinned down by fire, Kaufman 
single-handedly charged the enemy 
lines, bayoneted two Communists 
and seized an unmanned ma- 
chine gun and poured “deadly 
fire” into the enemy. 

When his company resumed the 
assault, Kaufman led the attack, 
destroying an enemy machine gun, 
bayoneting two more enemy 
troops, and rushing a mortar, 
killing its gunners. 

Kaufman lived through these 
feats, but was killed in action on 
Feb. 10.

CUBA'S PRESIDENT TO SEEK

HAVANA, Cuba, June 16 (AP)
